In making it* decisions, fee GAB i* 
enjoined by atatnte to take into account the national internet. It i» 
desirable to assure that there are- adequate arrangement* for liaison 
between CAB and other department* of the Government so that 
guidance on the national interest can he promptly giv en.

of Defense and relaying them to CAB. 

{*) fh# pole* of contact in the Detriment of State will 
be responsible for obtaining the view* of *11 relevant parte 
of the State Department, including the politic*! component# 
**4 those responsible for intelligence matter# and will relay 
te CAB the comprehensive views of the Department of State. 

$* the first instance fib,# approach from the Bureau of Air 
Operation* may be Informal > and an informal response may he all 
that i* needed, ae the matter may he handled in that Bureau without 
a hearing hy tee CAB* If, however, the matter ie to be tehee up i» 
substance by the CAB itself, fee Bureau of Air Operation# may 
request a written enpr«#cion of view* from either Defense or State* 
Such viewe may, when eaceeeary, be classified and need not he 
transmitted in each a way a* to become part of the formal record 
of proceeding# of the CAB.
